iORE V ILLA IN Y.** 
Ihe SiWer Lake passed np Friday 
loaded #ith Indian goods for F t Berth- 
old. She lay at Bismarck an hour or 
80 taking on snpplies, and while here 
the clerk purchased wood of Oapt Jas. 
A. Emmons, for whieh part payment 
was to be'made in flonr if the boat had 
any to spare. The steward, who has 
charge of the boat stores, was called, 
and after an examination reported that 
they could spare seven sacks of flour, 
and the clerk accordingly directed the 
proper officer to leave them. 
When 
the flour was delivered to Captain Em­ 
mons, at his store in town, it proved to 
be Indian goods, with 
S. I. D., Ft. 
Berthold,’’ and the initials of the in­ 
spector and the date of inspection plain­ 
ly marked on each sack. Capt. Emmons 
negotiated for Sioux City XXXX flour, 
and the clerk sold him goods of that 
character, and so bargained in the pres­ 
ence of several witnesses; but when it 
came to be delivered it proved to be 
Indian Department flour. There was 
no collusion between the Clerk and 
Capt. Emmons, and the more charitable 
construction is that a blundering mate, 
or biundering deck hands, put ashore 
the wrong flour; but to the minds of 
many this transaction furnishes all the 
evidence necessary to prove that the 
Silver Lake has been selling Indian 
flour all the way up the river, and that 
no matter how much short she may be 
on her arrival at Berthold, the agent 
will receipt for all she claims to have 
started with. 
Believing that the delivery of this 
flour to Capt. Emmens was no mistake, 
a gentleman was despatched to Painted 
Woods to purchase more of the same, 
in order to prove the steal; but he ar­ 
rived there an hour too late, and so that 
test failed. 
About 11 o’clock the same evening, 
several hours after the Silver Lake left, 
a friend of Miyor Sperry’s left town for 
Port Berthold, it wm supposed. This 
^fact will be esteemed sufficient to prove 
that the. thing was a" steal, for it will 
now be alleged that the agent being 
posted, of course refused to be a. party 
to the transaction. 


Since the above was in type the Sil­ 
ver Lake returned and the clerk called 
for the flour, sold Capt Emmons, and 
returned it to the boat. Emmons says 
he made no explanation except that the 
boat bad no Sioux City flour, such os 
was sold him; but a different* statement 
was given a Tbibvnb reporter who was 
detailed to visit the Silver Lake and 
learn the facts in the case. The Capt 
and mate blame the clerk who ordered 
seven sacks of flour put ashore, without 
designating what flour, and the **roos- 
ters" took the first they came to. The 
flour after its réturn to the boat was 
turned over to the Key West, to be by 
her turned over to the agent at Berth- 
old, who receipted for only what was 
actually received. 
The owners of the Silver Lake, Messrs 
John H. Charles, of Sioux City, the 
Woolworths, and their associates, how­ 
ever, will never hear the last of this 
clear case of stealing annuity goods, 
and we shall be surprised if the seven 
sacks of flour are not magnified into a 
hundred, and the name of some iqnp- 
cent party substituted for . the gentle­ 
man who actually, thoiigh Innocently, 
received the “stolen goods.’* 
The Tbibune editor has no more con 
fidence in what is known as the old In­ 
dian ring than the gentlemen who are 
deoouncihg it so loudly; but he is not 
ready to join the jackals of the press in 
their effort to torture every. transac­ 
tion and evident mistake into the ap- 
péáraúce of a steal, nor is he willing tu 
deoQuce eveiy person connected with 
the Indian ! Department h^uae tgpme 
individuals who havé been condeóted 
with it have been engaged ih ^éalih'g, 
while some who aré still copnecjteid with 
it are accused. •

Indian affairs, it must not be inferred 
that the present system of Indian 
treatment is approved by it. 
The very fact'that abuses which are 
acknowledged havo grown up under it 
is enough to condemn it Formerly 
agents were appointed as a reward for 
political services, and so long as the 
Indians instead *uf the government suf­ 
fered from their peculations, public 
sehtimeBt did not condemn those who 
got rich in those positions. Now agents 
are appointed on the recommendation 
of the churches, and while there is an 
improvement in the character of the 
agents, bad men are still occasionally 
appointed, while the bad men who have 
been displaced, and their friends, are 
making all the trouble they can. 
Place the management of Indian af­ 
fairs in the hands of the military and 
hold them responsible for just man 
agement, and there will. be no mis­ 
takes like the,one spoken of in the be­ 
ginning of this article, to explain 
away, nor steals such as have been ad- 
mittedi to check. A military officer 
caught diverting public funds or prop­ 
erty is dismissed the service in disgrace; 
but an Indian agent who steals a hiin 
dred thousand or so is ever afterward 
honored for his shrewdness and success. 


AALS o r T H E N . P. 
The N. P. R. R., its rolling Otook,‘ 
franchises, &c., were sold on thel2tb 
inst., the same being bid .in by the pur­ 
chasing committee of the bondholders, 
for the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars. This sum and the cash receiv­ 
ed on land sales will be set aside to pay 
balances doe employees, expenses of 
bale, and the floating del>t of the con 
cero, while the bondholders take the 
road and will hereafter own and run it. 
The land belonging to the Oompany 
will be sold a t ' Tacoma, Washington 
Terrritory, commencing Sept. 15th; at 
St Paul, commencing Oct. I5th, and at 
Fargo, commencing Oct 21st 
The 
lands will go to the highest bidder, the 
boivds being received in payment at a 
pro rata price, to be determined after 
all of the property is sold. 
This gives us a Northern Pacific R. 
R. Oompany wholly free from debt, and 
having 650 miles of constructed road, 
and an immense land grant as a basis 
on whieh to raise money to continue 
the construction of;the road. Anew 
issue of bonds, say fifteen million, se­ 
cured by the road already coustructed: 
and to be constructed, just half of the 
old debt, will realize money enough to 
construct the road to Montana, and that 
it will be done none who are familiar 
with the case entertain the least doubt. 


Since the above was put in type news 
has been received that the sale of the 
lands as advertised, has been postponed 
for the reason that most of them are 
unsurveyed, and.can not be distinguish­

'As was indicated recently ttiere are 
'always many' among the snb«mbers o 
a local paper who imagine themselves 
much more competent to run the paper 
than the editor, and others who are al 
ways ready to volunteer advice as to its 
management, but there are indeed few 
who comprehend the difficulties that 
must be overcome in managing a news­ 
paper, and especially in a sparsely set­ 
tled locality. 
For instance the Bismarcx T bibune in 
order to make a decent living needs the 
patronage apd good will of all of our 
business men; of the several transporta­ 
tion companies operating on the Mis­ 
souri River; of the military, the Indian 
agencies, and of the people of both po­ 
litical parties, and to secure thq patron­ 
age of these people and hold it by mer­ 
iting their confidence has been the T bib- 


une’s constant aim. So the proprietors 
have published sn independent newspa­ 
per, endeavoring to give a fiill suipma- 
ry of the news .from week to ^eek,^ac­ 
companied by crisp editorial^ - on live 
topics, 
and 
choice selections 
bf 
a miscellaneous character. 
As to 
whether they have succeeded in doing 
this others most judge. They have been 
satisfied with their own work, but ad 
mit that occasional mistakes have been 
made, but they are certain that they 
have received every cent of patronage 
that they could reasonably expect, 
though the man who stops his newspa­ 
per has taken up his abode at Bismarck 
as well as the mau who “wont patron­ 
ize any such paper,’’ though he is the 
first to read his neighbor’s, and often 
walks off with it, the man who ean*t kf- 
tórd to advertise, and the man who don’t 
like the editor’s wife, children or em 
ployees. 
!^e object of this article is to answer 
x o ^ t>'f the questions that have been 
profbunded to the editor, and illnstrata 
some of the sug^tions that are con* 
btantly being madoi- 
“Why dont you run a Republican pa­ 
per ?!’ Because the Republicans of tiiis 
locality are net ktrong enooj^ to sus< 
tain a newspaper, and they have noth 
ing at stake, and therefore do not need 
an organ. The same is true of the Deuk< 
ocrats. By running an independent pa­ 
per we can comment honestly on the af 
fainp of both parties, doing injustice to 
none; besides it is the news, local 
and general that the people of this oom- 
munity care for, not political disquisi­ 
tions or misrepresentation. 
“Why do you hot print a Uiger pa­ 
per f’’ Because business will not justi­ 
fy it,and the proprietors have no means 
to squander. They print a small sheet, 
and, as they do not waste space on dead 
or cheap advertising, by using small 
type they supply all the local and gen­ 
eral news—-all they could give if the pa­ 
per was twice,as large, and give more 
matter of value to their readers than 
many local papers that ara twice 
as large give to theirs, while by using 
the small sheet they save half the cost 
of paper,presswork and postiage,amoont- 
ing to several hundred dollars a year. 
Those who take the paper because they 
value it for its worth do not care for 
the size, while none would subscribe for 
it because larger, unless for waste pa­ 
per. When occasion or business de­ 
mands a larger sheet they have the ma­ 
terial and know how to use it. 
“Why don’t you take a stand on the 
temperance question ? 
You could do 
much good in a town where there are 
so many saloons.’’ The T b ib u n e is pot 
a temperance paper. There are papeirs 
devoted exclusively to temperance and 
religious interests, and the few subscri­ 
bers who hanker for that class of litera­ 
ture can purchase elsewhere much cheap­ 
er thaft the T b ib u n e pan supply it The

The article was malicious 
on the face of it, and believed to be li- 
bellious, and, coming, as it did, from n 
personal enemy of the gentleman, it was 
rejected, the editor reflising to publish 
t on any terms, as he has before refus­ 
ed Oqmmodore Eountz, Grant Marsh, 
and scores of others the use of the col­ 
umns of toe Tbibune for pay, to set
